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Selecting a Password 


The first thing that you will need to do is to set the password. 
This password becomes the key to the encrypted file. Without it, 
no one can read your file. Keep in mind that this includes you — 
loosing a password is as good as loosing the file itself! This 
should tell you right away that you must choose a password that 
you can remember, or that you should write the password down. On 
the other hand, it is not a good idea to use a password that 
another person might guess. A thief will commonly try things like 
your middle name, spouse or children's names, your birthday, etc. 


What are the restrictions on a password? Well, it cannot be any 
longer than sixteen characters, and cannot include a RETURN key. 
Other than that, it can be anything you can type from the 
keyboard. The length of the password is easy to remember, since 
the password entry routine doesn't let you type more than sixteen 


characters, anyway. 


After deciding what password to use, type P. You will be prompted 
for the password, which you can now type in. The password doesn't 
need to be a full sixteen characters long. Just type in the 
characters you need, then hit RETURN. Spaces are significant. 
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
